OCTOPUS STAND 


Judge Landis of the Federal 


Court Overrules Demurrers 


of the Standard. 


TWO COUNTS, HOWEVEE, 


ARE CALLED DEFECTIVE 


Declared Defendants Contention That 


Railroad Can Give Shippers a Cut 


Rate is a Vioiation of the 


Elkius' Law. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 3.—Judge Landis, in 


the United Statos' district court today, 
overruled the demurrer of the Standard 
Oil company to eight indictments pend- 
ing against that corporation, but sus- 
tained the demurrer as'to two other in- 
dictments because of technical defects. 


"These prosecutions," said the court, 


"are for alleged violations of section one 
of 
to act aproved February 1!), 1903, 


known as the Elklns' !aw. 
The charge 


is that the defendant obtained the trans- 
portation of its' -property by various rail- 
•way companies at rates lens'than those 
named in the carrier'^ published sched- 
ules. The offenses are alleged to have 
been committed .prior to the enactment 
of the law approved June 29, 1!)OG, known 
«s the rate law. The. indictments were 
returned August 27. 100G." 
'. 


A VIOLATION OF LAW. 


The court ruled ag&insr, the defend- 


r.nt'a contention that the Elkins law was 
enacted really to prohibit the employ- 
ment of indirect methods to obtain pref- 
erential rates, -.it .being the. defendant's' 
contention that it was not a violation of. 
Ihe law, if a railway company dealing 
directly with'a shipper,-gave that ship' 
per a cut rate.. 


JH£ court also ruled against the tle- 


feft'daut's claim that thc'provision of the 
Elkins' law requiring shippers to'adhere 
to a published rate was void as being 
ngainst that provision of the interstate 
cojnmcrce law, whicli required carrier? 
to transport property .fo a reasonable 
rate, the court holding that carriers-and 
shippers were both required to adhere to 
the published .rate until such rate was 
publicly changed in the manner provided 
by law. 


INDICTMENT TO STAND. 


The court further ruled against the 


defendant's contention that the indict- 
ments were bad because the interstate 
commerce . law did not require railway 
companies to publish rates between 
points beyond the carrier's own line of 
road, holding that if a carrier,' having 
made an arrangement with connecting 
lines for the transportation of property 
between such points, the carrier must be 
therefore held as to the shipping public 
to have facilities for the transportation 
of property to such points beyond its 
own line and that the requirement of the 
law applied to such n case with the same 
force that it applied to a point on tho 
carrier's own line. 


The court ruled against the defend- 


ant's contention that the paragraph of 
the interstate commerce law, requiring 
garners to publish terminal charges was 
not 
operative upon consignee . holding 


that in respect to such terminal charges, 
inasmuch as the consignor would have 
tut little, if any, interesi in the ques- 
tion, the law plainly was intended to be 
binding on the consignee. 


"It is contended in behalf of the Unit- 


ed States," said the court, "that the set 
of June 29, 1900, did not go into effect 
until after these indictments were re- 
turned. It is urged that the postpone- 
ment effected by ' the adoption of the 
joint resolution bj congress' approved 
Juno 30, 1906. That resolution provides 
that the rate law shall take jffect and 
be in force sixty days after its approv- 
al by the president of the United States." 


"Of course the purpose of this resolu- 


tion is obvious. But it WI\B wholly in- 
sffeotive until approved by the president. 
This occurred' on June 30. And, by its 
own terms, the act became effective on 
its approval by the president one day 
before. Plainly, therefore on June 30, 
the resolution was powerless to postpone 
that which had already occurred oi) Juno 
29. While possibly on Juno 30 the reso- 
lution might operate to suspend tho act 
for a period of time ( and as to this I 
express no opinion) the questions pre- 
sented by demurrers to these indict- 
ments are to.be determined aa if ap- 
pointment or suspension of the act hud 
not been 'attempted." 


CONGRESS EQUAL IN POWEK. 
Section 13 of the revised statutes of 


th« United State's enacted in 1871," said 


the court, " has been attacked here as an 
unwarranted attempt by 'the congress 
that enacted it to curtail'the authority 
of succeeding congresses' by limiting i in 
advance the effect to be given to their 
enactment*. .'Now, under our constitu- 
tion, each congress is the equal, in point 
of power, of any predecessor or succes- 
sor. Therefore, no congress has author- 
ity to draw in the boundaries of the ex- 
ecutive domain to the embar/assment of 
any other congress. But, as I read sec- 
tion 13, this is not attempted. It is 
rather the substitution of ,1 new rule 
to be observed by the courts in the con- 
struction of statutes thereafter to^be en- 
acted. It seems to roe that such new 
rule is no more an impairment of the leg- 
islative power of succeeding congresses 
than was the previously ;existing com- 
mon law rule an impairment of the pow- 
er of preceding congresses. That con- 
gress had the constitutional 
power to 


make the change is plain. That any suc- 
ceeding congress may abrogate the new 
rule and restore the old-rule is equally 
plain. That,'until such old rule is re- 
stored, each, succeeding congress intends 
that the courts shall be guided by the 
new rule in giving effect, to their enact- 
ments, seems to me beyond question. 


COURT HAS NO OPTION. 


"It 
is the duty of the court," said 


Judge Landis, "to enforce the wil lof con- 
gress as expressed in the written enact- 
ment. In the 'ascertainment of that will, 
I am not at liberty to ignore the ulti- 
mate object of the law. That obect wixs 
the establishment of uniform 
railroad 


rates, reasonable in amount. The form- 
er law had failed to accomplish this, and 
was, therefore',1 strengthened. Instead of 
being wiped off the. books as having serv- 
ed its purpose, additional and severe lia- 
bilities were credited, and more drastic 
remedies and penalties authorized. For 
the offense with which the defendant 
stands charged, the preceding Elkins law 
prescribed punishment only by fine. The 
-view entertained by te present congress 
respecting this offense finds expression 
in the provision authorizing the addi- 
tional penalty, of imprisonment in the 
penitentiary. And the court is asked to 
hold that this same congress deliberate- 
ly intended to pardon all unindicted 
.p'rior offenders,, whose conduct it was 
more ^han al lother causes combined, 
that mo,ved.'icpngres5 to 'enact the'.-rigid 
andifnr-renching measure of June 20."

ARMY NEEDSJflEN BADLY 


Recruiting Officers Asked to 


Redouble Their Efforts. 


Prosperity, Labor Famine and Lack

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Not in re- 


cent years except in war times has the 
army been so badly in need of men as at 
present. A recent circular addressed to 
nil officers of the recruiting service, made 
public at the war department calls atten- 
tion to the fact that recruits are needed 
in large numbers for the coast artillery, 
the field artillery, the white infantry 
nnd the'white cavalry.. P1ccruiting. offi- 
cers are enjoined to redouble their ef- 
forts to secure recruits qualified for the 
military service. Officers, on duty at tho 
war department admit that the situation 
is one calling for the most extraordinary 
efforts, to get more men not only to fill 
the vacancies that now exist, but also 
those which will occur during the pres- 
ent year among the three year men who 
enlisted in 1004. Particular emphasis is 
given in the circular to the necessity for 
developing to the utmost recruiting in 
the large cities, and recruiting officers 
have been asked if more officers should 
be sent them to assist in the work. 


It is declared at the war department 


that the present prosperity and labor 
famine of the country are more or less 
responsible for yic inability to get new 
men and it also was stated on account Of 
the lack of the canteen a great many 
men were refusing to re-enlist. Inciden- 
tally, it was stated at the department 
that an effort would be made.to make 
army life more attractive and to im- 
press the men with the idea that they 
are enlisted as soldiers and not as Inbor-

SHAW REASSURES NATION 


SBT AH Should be of Good Cheer—National 


Finance! are O. K* 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—"Ther«' is no 


occasion I'or alarm. Our only amdety 
need b« lest we fail of facilities properly 
to garner, store; transport and market 
our multiplied "blessings. Let every man 
be of good cheer and try to be conserva- 
tive in everything except thankfulness." 


Secretary Shaw thus concludes a re- 


sume of the year's financial record which 
he says has been prepared in response to' 
multiplied requests. In round numbers 
he places the receipti for the calendar 
year 1606 at $625,000,000 and tha expen- 
ditures at $506,000,000, or an excess of 
receipts over expenditures of $59,000,000. 
As there has been no change in the tariff 
laws or the laws relating to internal rev- 
enue, Secretary Shaw says the large In- 
crease in receipts is due solely to the ex- 
traordinary trade activity. The total 
expenditure, however, for 1906 OB com- 
pared with 1905, he sayi, shows a de- 
crease of only $5,000,000. 


The books of the treasury show sur- 


plus receipts over expenditures, of $25,- 
000,000 as compared with B deficit of $8,- 
000,000 for the corresponding months of 
the previous, year. The cash in the treas- 
ury is $190,000,000. 


During the last twelve months, 
the 


secretary continues, the. money in actu- 
al circulation, exclusive of the amount in 
the treasury values, has increased more 
than $200,000,000. The available cash 
balance has increased during the year 
$101,000,000.
